hat does 2016 hold for the Hamptons, the 
state, the worlds of business and sports 
and the arts?

NEW YORK STATE 

In September, all Albany officials come out 
of their offices to the street, raise their hands 
and surrender to the police, pleading guilty to 
bribery and receiving money under the table.

Found in a Cookbook 


We Try Out My Late Mom’s Lobster Casserole Dinner Recipe

ack in November, I got an email from David 
Gacione, a man who wrote he had met me 
briefly at a book party, had come upon an old 
local cookbook from the 1950s and found in it 
a recipe for Lobster Casserole that had been 
submitted by my late mother. He thought I 
would be interested in it. | was. In all the years 
we lived in Montauk, she never made it at home 
for us kids. But they had many friends. They 
owned White’s Montauk Pharmacy in those 
years. I think they made this for them. A special 
treat for the adults. 
Giacone sent the recipe over. It was definitely 
a dish from that era. It consisted of alternate 
layers of lobster chunks and spaghetti in a 
baking dish, topped with cheese, then baked 
with a sauce composed largely of ketchup and 
Worcestershire sauce. There was a double 
boiler involved. This was an age when fruit and 
vegetables came in cans. Frozen foods were the 
latest thing. In the supermarket, you could now 
buy Birds Eye peas and frozen orange juice. 
JELL-O molds were a special treat for dessert. 
I decided to re-create this recipe as the 
centerpiece of a dinner on Friday, December 
11 at our home in East Hampton. The house 


overlooks the Town Marina at Three Mile 
Harbor, and at this time of year the Town 
Highway Department employees annually place 
six brightly lit Christmas trees along the shore 
at 50-yard intervals. It is a lovely scene. 

Present at the dinner were friends I have 
known from that earlier era. Marty Shepard 
was a counter-culture psychiatrist then, his 
wife, Judy, a regular on a TV soap opera. Today 
they live in Sag Harbor and run a celebrated 
national book-publishing house—12 books a 
year—called Permanent Press. Rameshwar Das 
is, today, a well-known photographer. Back 
then he was also a photographer, and he and 
I traveled in Europe together when he was a 
college student and | just out. He was Jim Lytton 
then, a lifelong resident of Amagansett, and in 
India he became a disciple of Ram Das, and his 
name was changed to what people know him as 
today. His wife, Kate, who he married late in life, 
is a yoga teacher in this community. I should 
mention my wife. She is a psychotherapist and 
the greatest person I have ever met. All five of 
these people were up for the lobster. 

I made the decision that the accompaniments 
for this lobster casserole would not be what we 
would have had then—I could ask only so much 
of my brave friends—but would instead be the

sort of thing we serve today, and so we’d have 
a good local white wine, a Champagne salad 
and a nice dessert. For the main dish, | asked 
Mazzu, the well known Brazilian-born private 
chef based in Water Mill, if she would come 
over and cook my mother’s recipe. We would 
do the rest. She said she’d be honored and 
she’d like to make one of her desserts. It would 
be a surprise. 

Because [ wrote about this dinner in the paper 
three weeks earlier and had named the date, | 
got a phone call from David Giacone, who said 
he had intended to make my. mom’s recipe, too, 
and said he thought it a good idea to do it on 
the same day at his house in Amagansett for his 
friends. | said that would be great. And the next 
day, we could get together and do a taste test. 
One by Mazzu. One by the Giacones. 

I briefly considered buying two rotisserie 
chickens in foil bags at Citarella to keep outside 
in the car for the evening, in case. But I was only 
thinking about it. In fact I didn’t do it. 

The six of us in East Hampton assembled 
in our dining room. | had a framed picture of 
my mom and dad on the table, also an old 
book published in 1983 by Al Holden called A

And they said American money was 
better than Spanish. 

We did that. It was tolerable food, lamb, |

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Let's Buy the Abandoned 747 Now in Kuala Lampur and Fix It Up

bout a year and a half ago, three Boeing 

747 jumbo jets landed at the Kuala Lumpur 
International Airport in Malaysia, people got off 
them, went off and never came back. 

The jets are still sitting there. Last week, 
airport officials took out an advertisement 
in two local daily newspapers trying to find out 
who owns them. That the jets are sitting there 
is not the problem. There’s plenty of room 
at the Kuala Lumpur Airport. It’s just that 
more and more, it’s looking as if they have just 
been abandoned. 

Why? Nobody knows. All aircraft have 
numbers on their tails, and these are no 
exception. Records show that at least one of the 
planes was leased from a company called Air 
Atlanta Icelandic, but that company says they 
sold the planes in 2008. Since then. they have 
changed hands a whole lot of times to no effect. 
It seems to be the sort of thing that happens 
when you launder money. 

The ad gives the markings on the tails. They 
are TF-ARN, TF-ARH and TF-ARM. The ad reads 
“If you fail to collect the aircraft within 14 days 
of the date of this notice, we reserve the right to 
sell or otherwise dispose of the aircraft....” The 


ad cites the Civil Aviation Regulations of 1996. 

I’ve been thinking of what use we could put 
these aircraft to in the Hamptons. Maybe not all 
three. But surely one of them. 

For about two years now, East Hampton 
Airport, which is owned by the Township, has 
been trying to lower the noise level out at that 
facility to spare the ears of the people living in 
the surrounding countryside. Last year, they 
passed a law that no noisy aircraft could land 
there between 7 p.m. and 9 am. the next 
day. Following this, a lawsuit was filed by the 
“Friends of East Hampton Airport” saying this 
was unreasonable behavior, and they requested 
that a judge issue a temporary injunction, 
to hold off the airport putting the laws into 
effect, but the request was denied. The lawsuit 
continues. But the laws are in effect. 

There are penalties if you come in or out with 
a very noisy aircraft after 7 and before 9 the 
next day. First offense is a $1000 fine, second 
offense is a $2000 fine and third offense is a 
$3000 fine. The other day at around 6:45 p.m. | 
was in my kitchen on Three Mile Harbor Road 
in East Hampton when a huge twin-engine jet 
came roaring through, very loud and low, trying 
to beat the curfew. I’m about five miles from the 
runway. Never thought a couple of thou meant 


that much to those that have jets. 

Anyway, here’s my plan. There needs to 
be a very severe penalty to those who land at 
the airport after hours for the fourth time. | 
suggest seizure. 

What I think we ought to do is plunk some 
money down for one of those 747s and get it 
to East Hampton Airport, where we could park 
it alongside of the terminal with a sign on it 
reading DON’T LET THIS HAPPEN TO YOU. 

Of course, getting the 747 here could be a 
problem. The airport runway is long enough for 
a Lear or a Citation private jet, but it is not long 
enough. for a 747. No way. 

So what we do is disassemble it at Kuala 
Lumpur, take the pieces by freighter across the 
Pacific, up through the Panama Canal and to 
East Hampton, where we have it re-assembled. 
It’s not going anywhere. Too big to get in, too 
big to fly out. It will serve as a warning. Big time. 
So that’s the plan. 

We might also consider, for those first three 
transgressions, the use of metal boots on the 
wheels, like they use to immobilize automobiles 
that overstay their time in a parking lot. 

Pay $1 million and we'll cut it free. Do anything 
else and we'll seize it and park it behind the 747.

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90-Megawatt Wind Power Project Proposed Off Montauk

ffshore wind farm developer Deepwater 

Wind is proposing a 15-turbine project 30 
miles east of Montauk to provide renewable 
energy for the South Fork. The wind farm would 
more than fulfill East Hampton Town’s pledge 
to get 100% of its electricity from renewable 
resources while also moving the Long Island 
Power Authority (LIPA) closer to its goal of 
adding 400 megawatts of renewable energy to 
its grid. 

Named Deepwater ONE, the 90-megawatt wind 
farm could power 50,000 homes, according 
to Deepwater Wind, which says construction 
can start as early as 2019, with completion 


by 2022. The pitch is in response to a 
request for proposals (RFP) from PSEG- 
Long Island, which now manages LIPA’s 
electric system. PSEG is seeking new 
power production for the East Hampton 
and Montauk substations, and ways to 
reduce the electric load during times of 
peak electricity demand. 

“We hope that LIPA, PSEG and the 
state of New York take this proposal 
seriously,” East Hampton Town 
Supervisor Larry Cantwell says. 

Deepwater Wind won a 30-year lease 
of 256 square miles in the Atlantic Ocean on the 
Outer Continental Shelf in 2013. The site has the 
potential for 200 wind turbines—this first phase

to serve the South Fork would represent just 
7.5% of the capacity. Later phases could serve 
New England and more of Long Island. 

“We think it’s one of the best areas to build 
offshore wind in the world,” says Clint Plummer, 
the Vice President of Development at Deepwater 
Wind. He points to the area’s proximity to 
regions that are seeking new sources of energy, 
while being far enough away from the coast that 
the turbines will not be visible from land. 

The water is also relatively shallow, he 
notes. The depth is between 90 and 120 feet, 
while the turbines will stand 600 feet tall 
from the water’s surface. Comparatively, he 
says the Gulf of Mexico—where wind farms 
have also been pitched—is several thousand 
feet in depth. 

Deepwater Wind is responsible for the United 
States’ first offshore wind farm, the five-turbine 
Block Island Wind Farm, which is presently 
under construction and expected to be 
operational by this time next year. Deepwater 
ONE will take advantage of the lessons learned 
from the Block Island Wind Farm and a larger 
scale to deliver electricity at a more competitive 
rate, Plummer says. 

Compared to building new fossil fuel or solar 
projects on Long Island, Deepwater ONE would 
provide electricity for approximately the same 
cost, he adds. 

Transmission cables would be buried deep 
below roads and there would be no new 
overhead cables or poles required to deliver the 
energy to the LIPA substation in East Hampton 
and Deepwater Wind's proposed battery energy 
storage facilities in Montauk and Wainscott. 

“The details are going to have to be worked out 
and subject to public participation,” Cantwell 
says. “The utilities will all be underground, 
which is a major plus, but the locations of the 
storage facilities will be subject to a local site 
planning process and public participation.” 

The storage facilities—on Industrial Road 
in Montauk and at the Wainscott Commercial 
Center—would use General Electric lithium- 
ion battery technology. Forecasted to be 
operational by 2018, the facilities could store 
15 megawatts of energy between them. 

“Governor Cuomo has made New York a 
leader in clean energy,” Deepwater Wind CEO 
Jeffrey Grybowski says. “Our new solution 
supports his goals by combining advanced 
energy storage technology and renewable 
energy from offshore wind to deliver clean, 
cost-effective energy exactly when and where 
it's most needed. Not only will the project 
reduce air pollution emissions on Long Island, 
but it’ll also defer the need to build costly new 
power plants and transmission systems on the 
South Fork.” &&

The Best 15 Things I Ate in 2015 


BY STACY DERMONT 


Last summer | put out a list 
of the best things I.ate in the 
Hamptons over my annual 
week with Gael Greene. Below 
is a list that spans the whole 
of 2015. 

Last week I took in the 
Bridgehampton Inn’s $40 prix 
fixe. It changes every week, 
just like the regular menu 

es there. So you can’t always get 
Pe mesmerizing Mushroom Fritters, but Chef Arie 
Pavlou makes fritters out of some delish ingredient 
every week. Previous weeks have included oysters, 
clams and corn. (The Inn will be closing on December 
28 for a winter holiday, re-opening February 5.) 

The pizza at Harbor Market in Sag Harbor. I 
thought the arugula was my all-time fave until I tried 
the one with the fabulous fried egg on top (trust 
me—try it!). At a holiday party last week I grabbed a 
slice that looked like it had cubes of Buffalo chicken 
on it. It was butternut squash—even better! 

Earlier this month | finally made it to Goodfood. in 
Mattituck, which opened in June. I know the work of 
its two owners well—empanada queen Luchi Masliah 
and canning/baking whiz Ali Katz. I fell hard for 
Katz’s Bread Pudding. It’s made out of croissants! 

The Swiss chard in my home garden is stil] green! 
And delish. Cooked down with just a bit of Art 
Ludlow’s Mecox Bay Dairy jowl bacon, sprinkled with 


freshly ground pepper and splashed with red wine 
vinegar, it is what makes winter cookery a decent 
stand-in for summer salads. 

Earlier this month a special dinner entrée, a savory 
farro dish at WOlffer Kitchen in Sag Harbor, blew me 
away. Every little piece was perfectly cooked and 
distinctly flavorful. Thanks go to their new chef Brian 
Cheewing. I'll be back. 

Montauk Rum Runners gin is very bracing in a 
good way. I had my first snort just last month. It does 
not taste the least bit of bathtub. 

The California Cob Salad (yes, “Cob” is spelled 
with one “b” on the menu) at Le Chef in Southampton. 
The restaurant and the salad are reliable old 
standbys—but the salad’s ingredients are FRESH. 
Juicy chicken chunks, avocado, bacon, bleu cheese, 
dried cranberries, hard-boiled egg and chopped 
romaine lettuce in a just-right raspberry vinaigrette. 

Fresh Hamptons’ Coconut Dahl. It is comfort/ 
health food perfection in Bridgehampton. I get it 
every time | go there, which is most Mondays—to 
take in the live, local music scene. 

The Black Truffle Mushroom Sauce at Vine Street 
Café on Shelter Island. It. Is. Crack. 

The Red Bean Ice Cream Sandwich at Momi 
Ramen in East Hampton. Their ramen is great, but 
this “sandwich” is absolutely irresistible. Frozen just 
so and covered with two spongy pancakes, it is not 
too sweet. It is pluperfect. 

The Clam Chowder that was labeled “#1” at the 
annual HarborFest chowder contest in Sag Harbor 
in September. | still don’t know whose chowder it
